TO  THE  HONORABLE  VISITING  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  BY  THE 
GOVERNOR  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MISSOURI,  1920: 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Regents  in  charge  of  the 
business  affairs  of  the  Southeast  Missouri  State  Teachers  College  respect- 
fully submits  herewith  its  report. 

The  last  General  Assembly  appropriated: 

For  salaries  of  officers  , teachers  and  janitors $212,908,00 

For  repairs,  furnishings  and  fire  escapes 4,700.00 

For  purchasing  new  boilers  or  repairing  old  boilers  10,000.00 

For  purchasing  and  hauling  coal    10,000.00 

For  steel  water  tank    5,000.00 

For   library    5,000.00 

For  equipment  and  maintenance  of  laboratories.  .  7,000.00 

Total  appropriations,  $254,608.00 

Of  these  appropriations  the  Governor  withheld  $2,500  out  of  the 
$5,000  allowed  for  library,  and  $2,000  out  of  the  $7,000  allowed  for 
equipment  and  maintenance  of  laboratories;  not  to  mention  other  appro- 
priations made  by  the  General  Assembly  which  were  vetoed  by  him. 

It  should  also  be  observed  that  for  the  biennial  period  1917-1918  all 
appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  excepting  amount  ap- 
propriated to  pay  salaries  of  officers,  teachers  and  janitors,  were  vetoed 
by  the  Governor.  In  other  words,  for  the  period  of  two  years  terminating 
December  31,  1918,  no  amount  whatever  was  allowed  for  library  or  labor- 
atories nor  for  Agriculture,  Home  Economics  or  additional  stacks  for  the 
library;  and  that  during  these  years  the  institution  was  compelled  to  sup- 
port the  library  and  laboratories  by  dues  paid  by  students.  During  the 
present  biennial  period  the  sum  for  library  and  laboratories  was  curtailed 
as  already  indicated.  In  other  words,  our  library  for  four  years  has  re- 
ceived a  state  appropriation  of  only  $2500  and  our  laboratories  only 
$4500  during  the  same  period. 

Under  the  circumstances  we  could  not  make  very  great  additions  to 
the  library  nor  greatly  improve  the  laboratories,  although  for  laboratories 
we  still  have  available  the  sum  of  $2000.  Contracts,  however,  have  been 
made  to  absorb  part  of  this  sum  in  order  to  supply  great  needs  in  that  de- 
partment.

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Since  the  visit  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  this  report  has  been  ex- 
tended to  embrace  the  entire  biennial  period,  from  January  1,  1919  to 
December  31,  1920. 

But  we  must  now  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the  bi- 
ennial period  1917-1918  we  were  compelled  to  borrow  $9,916.70  from  our 
local  banks  to  pay  for  coal  the  institution  needed,  and  that  the  last  Gen- 
eral Assembly  made  no  appropriation  to  pay  this  amount  and  that  during 
the  biennial  period  of  1919-20  this  amount  has  been  an  outstanding 
indebtedness,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent  per  annum. 
An  appropriation  was  made,  as  you  will  have  noticed,  for  purchasing  and 
hauling  coal,  $10,000;  but  all  this  sum  and  in  addition  $4,581  has  been 
expended  during  this  biennial  period,  of  which  $2,072,91  was  borrowed 
from  the  banks.  Instead  of  owing  $9,916.70  on  account  of  coal  now,  we 
owe  $11,989.61,  having  paid  $2,508.09  in  cash  out  of  our  incidental  fund. 
This  amount  will  be  increased,  perhaps  $3000  or  more  during  the  remain- 
der of  this  year.  We  had  hoped  that  the  high  price  of  coal  would  fall 
to  within  reasonable  limits  during  the  year;  but  thus  far  we  have  been  dis- 
appointed, although  it  seemed  to  us  that  our  hopes  were  well  justified,  as 
we  are  almost  in  sight  of  the  great  Illinois  coal  fields.  But  this  proximity 
has  not  given  us  any  cheaper  coal.  Several  years  ago  the  freight  rate  on 
coal  from  Illinois  mines  to  Cape  Girardeau  was  65  cts.  per  ton,  and  this 
rate  was  secured  by  contract  to  the  city  by  the  St.  Louis  &  San  Francisco 
Railroad,  for  which  valuable  franchises  were  given  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany. But  the  contract  was  nullified  by  a  decision  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission.  On  the  other  hand  the  railroad  retained  the  fran- 
chises. This  merely  explains  the  condition  of  things.  What  the  institution 
now  primarily  needs  is  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  to  pay  the  past  due 
coal  bills  payable  to  the  local  banks,  and  at  least  an  additional  appropria- 
tion of  $12,000  for  the  next  biennial  period  to  purchase  coal. 

In  order  to  save  fuel  we  have  had  installed  in  all  the  windows  of  Aca- 
demic Hall  metal  weather  strips  at  a  cost  of  $4,176.82  to  economize  in 
heating  the  building.  Much  complaint  was  made  on  account  of  the  in- 
adequate heating  and  we  could  not  afford  to  neglect  this  matter. 

The  Committee  also  calls  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  balance  of 
$704  is  still  due  and  unpaid  on  account  of  improvement  of  Normal  Ave- 
nue. The  last  General  Assembly  made  an  appropriation  of  $8372.55, 
which  was  the  face  of  the  account,  but  made  no  allowance  for  interest 
which  had  accumulated  and  which  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $704  and  is  de- 
manded by  the  contractor.  Also  by  order  of  the  city  additional  paving 
has  been  done  on  Henderson  Avenue  along  the  state  property,  amount- 
ing to  $138.  We  now  ask  an  appropriation  of  $842.00  to  liquidate  this 
indebtedness. 

The  Executive  Committee  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  insti- 
tution is  greatly  in  need  of  additional  land  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
better  and  more  satisfactory  instruction  in  all  branches  of  agriculture. 
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horticulture,  dairy  farming  and  stock  raising,  as  well  as  orchard  and 
fruit  experiments — all  subjects  in  which  the  people  of  this  state  are  great- 
ly interested. 

The  last  General  Assembly  made  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  to  buy 
additional  land  for  this  purpose;  but  owing  to  the  apparently  embarrassed 
outlook  of  the  state  finances,  after  the  General  Assembly  adjourned  this 
appropriation  was  vetoed  by  the  Governor.  During  the  last  two  years, 
however,  the  revenues  of  the  state  show  a  great  increase  and  improve- 
ment and  ample  funds  seem  now  to  be  available  for  such  an  appropria- 
tion. No  part  of  the  state  shows  a  more  rapid  development  in  population 
and  wealth  than  Southeast  Missouri.  In  fact  it  seems  that  the  counties 
of  Southeast  Missouri  are  the  only  counties  of  the  state  that  show  an  in- 
crease in  population  and  also  a  marked  increase  in  wealth.  From  this, 
however,  we  should  except  a  few  counties  of  the  state  in  which  are  lo- 
cated large  cities.  Under  the  circumstances  it  appears  to  us  that  the  ag- 
ricultural interests  of  this  part  of  the  state  ought  not  to  be  overlooked 
and  neglected.  Very  little  has  been  done  heretofore  to  promote  the  ag- 
ricultural improvement  of  this  section  of  Missouri. 

But  we  need  not  only  a  large  farm,  but  also  a  special  building  devoted 
to  agriculture  in  all  its  branches  and  to  scientific  work  connected  with 
agriculture — in  fact  what  may  be  called  an  agricultural  and  scientific 
hall.  Teaching  scientific  agriculture  in  all  its  branches  needs  the  at- 
tention of  the  people  of  this  country  and  must  be  fostered.  To  do  this 
work  adequately  we  must  offer  to  those  who  intend  to  devote  themselves 
to  agricultural  interests  adequate  facilities.  It  is  not  only  land  that  we 
need  and  if  possible  land  offering  every  facility  for  agricultural  experi- 
ments, but  land  on  which  all  manner  of  agricultural  scientific  experiments 
and  tests,  horticulture  and  stock  raising  and  dairy  work  and  food  experi- 
ments can  be  made.  Also  a  building  connected  with  this  agricultural 
work  where  these  fundamental  industries  will  give  to  students  and  farm- 
ers of  Southeast  Missouri  every  facility  to  become  efficient.  Such  a 
building  would  greatly  relieve  the  now  overcrowded  science  hall,  in  which 
are  located  six  laboratories — Physics,  Home  Economics,  Chemistry,  Bi- 
ology, Psychology  and  then  Agriculture  crowded  to  a  modest  corner,  and 
in  which  building  are  instructed  all  the  classes  during  the  day  in  the 
branches  to  which  reference  has  been  made. 

We  also  deem  it  important  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Committee 
that  half  of  our  insurance  will  expire  during  the  coming  biennial  period, 
and  that  this  necessary  expenditure  should  not  be  overlooked.  We  will 
have  to  exercise  the  greatest  economy  in  order  to  meet  the  premiums 
which  will  be  due,  if  the  General  Assembly  fails  to  make  an  appropriation 
for  this  purpose.  We  generally  insure  for  a  period  of  five  years  and  the 
premiums  heretofore  paid  have  been  for  five-year  periods  and  amounted 
to  $7509.71  on  the  total  insurance  carried,  $265,000;  or  $3754  on  one- 
half  of  the  amount. 
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An  adequate  appropriation  is  also  needed  to  make  interior  repairs 
and  to  paint  some  of  the  interior  portions  of  the  buildings  and  to  repaint 
the  outside  woodwork. 

I  merely  mention  these  matters  to  show  the  actual  situation  as  to  in- 
surance and  repairs.  We  do  not  ask  your  Committee  to  recommend  an 
appropriation,  but  submit  the  matter  to  your  consideration,  explaining 
what  the  situation  is  and  what  the  Board  during  the  next  biennial  period 
will  have  to  meet  out  of  the  Incidental  Funds  if  no  appropriations  are 
made. 

Finally  this  Board  knows  that  it  is  usual  to  ask  your  Committee  to 
recommend  many  appropriations  (many  needed  and  some  not  needed) 
on  behalf  not  only  of  this  but  all  other  institutions  visited  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

But  this  is  a  time  when  it  seems  to  us  that  during  the  present  exces- 
sive high  cost  of  everything  that  is  needed  that  larger  appropriations  by 
states  may  be  asked  than  will  or  would  be  justified  hereafter  when  prices 
will  again  fall  back  to  something  like  normal.  We  need  money  for  our 
teachers,  our  employes,  for  our  library,  our  laboratories,  and  many  other 
things  that  can  be  and  will  no  doubt  be  set  forth  finally  before  the  Appro- 
priations Committee  of  the  next  General  Assembly  and  fully  explained, 
but  which  at  the  present  time,  owing  to  the  abnormal  condition  of  things, 
we  feel  hardly  justified  to  urge.  We  think  that  this  institution  and 
Southeast  Missouri  should  be  treated  with  every  liberality  justified  by 
economic  conditions.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  FACULTY 


Southeast  Missouri  State  Teachers  College, 
Cape  Girardeau,  Mo.

Chairman  Legislative  Visiting  Committee  Appointed  by  the  Governor 
of  the  State  of  Missouri,  1920. 
Dear  sir: 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  to  you  as  Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Visiting 
Committee  the  following  estimate  of  the  amount  required  for  the  sup- 
port of  this  institution  for  the  next  ensuing  biennial  period : 

.Estimate  of  the  Needs  of  the  Southeast  Missouri  State  Teachers  College 
for  the  Biennial  Period  January  1,  1921,  to  January  1,  1923. 

For  the  salaries  of  the  faculty,  officers  and  other  employes.  .$370,000.00 

To  erect  an  Education  building 200,000.00 

To  erect  a  small  hospital  building 20,000.00 

To  purchase  additional  land    30,000.00 

For  the  support  of  work  in  rural  extension  centers  and  by 

correspondence    15,000.00 

To  provide  for  deficiency  in  the  fund  for  purchasing  coal.  .  .  16,241.00 

To  purchase  coal  for  the  next  biennial  period 15,000.00 

For  repairs  and  painting  on  six  buildings    and    remodeling 

one  building    10,000.00 

For  furnishing  new  buildings    10,000.00 

For  laboratory  supplies  and  equipment  in  nine  laboratories.  12,000.00 

To  purchase  books  for  the  library 5,000.00 

To  purchase  and  erect  additional  stacks  in  the  library 5,000.00

The  estimate  for  the  support  of  this  institution  for  the  biennial  period 
ending  December  31,  1920,  was  $392,514.55.  The  increase  in  the  esti- 
mate for  this  biennial  period  is  due  chiefly  to  the  increased  estimate  for 
salaries,  for  buildings  and  furnishings,  for  the  purchase  of  land,  for 
extension  work,  and  for  coal. 

In  support  of  the  estimate  for  salaries  for  the  next  biennial  period, 
the  present  salary  list  as  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Regents  will  amount  for 
the  biennial  period  to  $305,736.  We  need  the  following  additional 
teachers:    For  the  Department  of  Hygene,  Sanitation  and  Public  Health, 
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four  teachers;  one  additional  teacher  in  the  Physics  Department;  one  in 
Biology;  one  in  Chemistry;  one  in  Agriculture;  one  in  Home  Economics; 
one  in  Foreign  Languages;  three  in  Education;  one  in  Extension  De- 
partment. I  estimate  that  it  will  cost  not  less  than  $50,000  for  the  bi- 
ennial period  to  pay  the  salaries  of  these  additional  teachers,  and  we 
should  have  $12,000  or  $15,000  for  the  biennial  period  to  meet  contin- 
gencies that  can  not  be  exactly  estimated  two  years  in  advance,  such  as 
occasional  increases  in  salaries  in  particular  cases,  and  the  employment 
of  advanced  students  for  part  time  work  in  various  departments  from 
time  to  time. 

In  further  support  of  our  estimates  for  salaries,  I  have  recently  in- 
vestigated to  determine  the  salaries  paid  in  other  Teachers  Colleges  and 
Normal  Schools  in  the  Central  Western  states — Kansas,  Nebraska,  Iowa, 
Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Illionis,  Indiana  and  Ohio.  From  re- 
plies received  from  most  all  of  the  schools  in  these  states  I  find  that  the 
heads  of  the  departments  in  every  one  of  these  institutions  are  receiving 
higher  salaries  than  any  member  of  the  faculty  in  the  Southeast  Missouri 
State  Teachers  College  except  the  President.  The  salaries  in  our  insti- 
tution were  lower  than  the  salaries  in  any  of  the  institutions  in  the  states 
named,  and  they  were  lower  than  the  salaries  in  any  other  Teachers  Col- 
lege in  this  state.  Under  the  circumstances  I  think  that  the  salaries  fixed 
by  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  biennial  period  beginning  January  1, 
1921,  are  reasonable  and  very  conservative. 

The  Southeast  Missouri  State  Teachers  College  needs  at  this  time  four 
buildings — an  additional  Education  building,  an  additional  Science  build- 
ing, a  gymnasium  and  a  small  hospital.  To  supply  the  need  of  these 
buildings,  except  the  gymnasium  building,  for  which  we  are  not  now  ask- 
ing an  appropriation,  we  are  asking  for  $200,000  to  erect  an  Education 
building,  which  will  supply  the  needs  of  that  department  fully,  and  for 
$20,000  to  erect  a  small  hospital  building.  If  we  can  build  one  large 
Education  building,  having  a  capacity  sufficient  for  the  entire  Education 
department,  we  can  convert  the  small  building  now  in  use  by  the  Train- 
ing School  into  an  additional  Science  building. 

It  is  about  fourteen  years  since  we  have  had  any  increase  in  the 
capacity  of  our  buildings  for  the  Education  department  and  in  the 
capacity  of  the  space  available  for  the  Science  departments.  In  1906  we 
graduated  a  class  of  thirty-four  students,  who  received  the  Normal 
diploma;  in  1920  we  graduated  a  class  of  143  students,  who  received  the 
College  diploma.  In  1906  the  Training  School  was  barely  ample  to  afford 
observation  and  practice  for  the  thirty-four  students  graduated  that 
year.  The  143  students  graduated  last  year  found  the  Training  School 
wholly  inadequate  in  furnishing  them  opportunities  for  observation  and 
practice  teaching. 

For  the  last  eight  years  our  Science  building  has  been  inadequate  to 
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the  needs  of  the  institution,  even  when  our  enrollment  was  smallest.  We 
need  at  the  present  time  at  least  double  the  space  available  for  our  Sci- 
ence department. 

The  College  needs  a  small  hospital  to  enable  it  to  care  for  students 
who  are  seriously  ill  at  times,  especially  in  the  case  of  contagious  dis- 
eases. St.  Francis  Hospital  of  this  city  will  not  receive  our  students  if 
they  have  contagious  diseases.  Students  in  college  always  live  under 
crowded  and  congested  conditions,  whether  in  dormitories  or  in  private 
families.  Under  these  conditions  it  is  impossible  to  take  good  care  of  a 
student  who  is  ill,  and  if  a  student  has  a  contagious  disease  his  illness  is  a 
menace  to  the  health  of  the  other  students  in  the  same  building  with  him, 
unless  he  can  be  removed.  In  addition  to  the  need  of  a  hospital  to  prop- 
erly care  for  the  health  of  students,  it  is  important  for  its  use  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Physical  Training  and  Hygiene,  Sanitation  and  Public 
Health  Departments. 

We  need  additional  land  for  experimental  work  in  connection  with  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.  We  are  educating  students  to  teach  in  the 
vocational  agricultural  high  schools  and  do  not  have  sufficient  land  to  do 
this  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

In  connection  with  our  rural  education  department  it  is  necessary  to 
establish  and  maintain  some  rural  extension  centers  in  order  that  the 
school  may  make  more  effective  its  preparation  of  teachers  for  the  rural 
schools. 

The  two  items  relating  to  the  payment  for  coal  and  for  the  purchase 
of  coal  in  the  next  biennial  period  are  fully  discussed  in  the  report  of  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Regents  and  need  not  be  referred  to  further 
here. 

We  need  $10,000  to  repair  and  paint  some  parts  of  all  of  our  six 
buildings,  and  if  we  secure  an  appropriation  for  an  Education  building, 
will  need  to  apply  part  of  this  money  to  the  present  Training  School 
building  to  convert  it  into  a  Science  building. 

We  estimate  that  it  will  require  $10,000  to  furnish  the  two  new 
buildings  for  which  we  are  asking  appropriations. 

For  laboratory  supplies  and  equipment  in  nine  laboratories — Physics, 
Chemistry,  Biology,  Agriculture,  Psychology,  Domestic  Science,  Domestic 
Art,  Geography,  and  Manual  Arts — we  estimate  that  we  will  need  $12,000 
for  the  biennial  period. 

We  need  $5,000  to  purchase  additional  books  and  to  rebind  books  and 
to  bind  magazines  for  the  library. 

Our  library  stacks  are  full  to  their  utmost  capacity  and  we  have  for 
the  last  two  years  been  compelled  to  install  temporary  wooden  stacks  to 
enable  us  to  place  new  books  purchased.  We  need  $5,000  with  which  to 
erect  new  steel  stacks  for  the  accommodation  of  a  good  many  books  that 
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we  now  have  and  that  we  may  shelve  books  from  time  to  time  that  are 
purchased. 

The  furnishing  and  equipment  in  our  Training  School  is  very  limited 
and  we  should  have  $2,000  for  the  biennial  period  to  purchase  supplies 
for  this  school. 

We  are  owing  $842.00,  which  constitutes  a  balance  on  paving  done 
adjacent  to  the  College  property  and  sidewalk  laid  adjacent  to  the  col- 
lege property.

Gentlemen : 

In  obedience  to  Section  11079,  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  1909,  I 
herewith  submit  to  you  my  biennial  report  as  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  of  the  Southeast  Missouri  State  Taechers  College,  situated  at 
Cape  Girardeau,  Missouri,  showing  all  the  receipts  of  said  school  during 
the  years  1919  and  1920,  and  to  whom  and  for  what  purpose  the  same 
have  been  paid  out: 

SUMMARY  OF  FUNDS  FOR  THE  BIENNIAL  PERIOD  ENDING 
DECEMBER  81,  1920.
